D. Senior School Administration - 

1. Process'^ approximately 50 requests per year 
for OS nominations to Senior Schools and ex- 
ternal management programs administered by 
OTR and the Training Selection Board, 
a. The initial request for nominations is 
first forwarded through Chief, A§TD for 
OS Career Service Board action, along 
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with a synopsis outlinging prerequi- 
sites as to age and grade, any school 
requirements, the application of the 
school to OS personnel, the names of 
those who have been nominated or attended 
the school in the past, and their comments 
as to the value of the school to them- 
selves and the Office of Security.
